Think about it for a 
moment. These fools are 
condemning a man for losing 
a battle but winning the war. 
He is still champion. Looking 
over the competition, all of 
whom Race has defeated

What is Harley's secret? 
Brains, He may be the 
smartest wrestler to ever 
become champion. When 
other guys lose, they fall 
apart. Race waits for his 
rematch, learns from his 
mistakes, and regains his 
title. No other champion has 
ever done that. 

Consider. Bruno Sam- 
martino, a favorite of the 
ignorant, lost his titlé to Ivan 
Koloff. It took him three 
years to regain the belt. Jack 
Brisco lost and has yet to 
regain it. The same is true 
of Pedro Morales, Neither 
has Funk ever regained his 
title. Only Race is the one 
who can come back from 
defeat and emerge 
triumphant, 

What accounts for Harley's 
success? The man has ice 
water in his veins. He knows 
no fear, displays no real 
anger, doesn’t make stupid 






mistakes. When the money is 
on the line, Race is 
victorious. 

Perhaps that's why he's so 
underrated. He isn't the 
flashy kind of athlete adored 
by simpletons. To appreciate 
Race's skill takes discern- 
ment, intelligence, and 
patience.

Claiming that he was "sold out" 
by Lou Albano, Bobby Duncum 
has threatened to go to court inan 
attempt to nullify the contractual 
agreement between he and his 
manager, an INSIDE WRES- 
TLING investigation revealed. 

When told by INSIDE WRES- 
TLING that Albano had made an 
agreement with the Grand Wizard 
to match the Texan against WWF 
titleholder Bob Backlund as a 
means to weaken the champion for 
his future title defense against Ken 
Patera, Duncum said. “If what you 
are telling me is the truth, І will 
contact my lawyer and the matter 
will be rectified even if it means the 
end of our[Duncum and Albano's] 
partnership.” 

The Grand Wizard, INSIDE

The Wizard's number one wrestler 

Patterson's contract became 
available when the Wizard felt too 
much of his money was tied up in 
stocks and other investments, “I 
needed extra spending money to 
buy clothes and jewelry." he told us. 

The discrepancy between how 
much money he originally 
demanded for Patterson and the 
They appear to be on very good terms, but 
that may not last. Bobby Duncum now 
knows the results of INSIDE

arena like a king about to be 
coronated. He ignored Flair until 
the bell sounded. Ric’s nervous- 
ness was evident. For the first 
time in his life, he was wrestling 
for more than Ric Flair. The 
mantle of hero feltuncomfortable, 

Once the bell rang, though, 
Flair was an avenger with a will. 
He rushed at Rogers with over- 
whelming power. It took all of 
Rogers’ veteran knowledge to 
withstand the assault. It was an 
awesome display of wrestling 
Virtuosity and brutality. 

The rules were forgotten but 
not in fits of rage. This was the 
most controlled, vicious 
cheating anyone had ever 
witnessed.

where good guys turn bad and 
bad guys turn good as often as 
the sun rises.
